Having  spent  half  our  owu  life  in 
Gothnm.  we  will  volunteer  a  little  counsel 
from  our  mature  experience. 

Where  would  lie  the  economy  ?  you  ask. 

We  answer,  first,  in  cost  of  house  whether 
purchased  or  rented.  A  tour-story  house 
of  fourteen  rooms  in  the  city,  which,  with 
its  lot  of  25x100,  would  cost,  if  complete 
and  favorably  located,  probably  not  less 
than  $40,000,  which  is  equal  to  a  rental  of 

,000,  can  in  the  country  be  duplicated  in 
the  number  of  its  rooms,  all  above  ground, 
in  a  three-story  house,  with  all  modern 
improvements,  which,  with  a  lot,  say  equal 
to  eight  city  lots,  embracing  lawn,  shade 


THE  FREE  THINKERS, 

On  Friday  evening  of  last  week  an  im¬ 
mense  gathering  of  excited  and  indignant 
men,  and  some  women,  assembled  at  Coop¬ 
er  Institute  at  the  call  of  the  Free  Think¬ 
ers'  Association.  Their  object  seemed  to 
be  to  protest  against  the  action  of  the 
Park  Commissioners  and  the  violent  cruel 
ty  of  the  Police  in  preventing  the  content 
plated  meeting  of  working  men  at  Tomp 
kin*  Square  on  the  18th  of  January.  Ex 
citing  harangues  were  delivered  with  a 
View  to  inflame  the  minds  of  the  audience 
against  the  authorities  and  strengthen  the 
organization  of  Free-thinkers. 

The  speakers  assumed  that  there  was  a 
design  on  the  part  of  the  authorities  and 
of  certain  classes  In  the  community  to  re¬ 
strain  the  independence  of  the  working 
classes  and  hamper  the  utterance  of  their 
sentiments  and  opinions.  We  cannot  doubt 
that  this  meeting  was  only  a  manifestation 
of  another  phase  of  Commuuism  and  Inter¬ 
nationalism,  and  perhaps,  virtually,  of 
agrarianism.  8uch  demonstrations,  there¬ 
fore,  are  essentially  wrong  in  the  inception 
and  in  the  theories  upon  which  tho  agita 
tors  base  their  action  ancHjjeir  hopes. 

It  is  an  egregious  error,  for  instance  to 
suppose  that  the  governing  classes,  or  any 
true  and  right-minded  Americana,  desire 
to  smother  or  restrain  the  free  expression  of 
opinion  in  this  country.  That  is  the  pal 
ladium  of  our  liberties,  and  has  ever  been 
considered  a  fundamental  constitutional 
right,  which  neither  Legislature  nor  Con 
gress  can  interfere  with  or  modify.  We 
fear  it  was  put  forth  insincerely,  as  a  clap¬ 
trap  to  cover  up  the  real  intent  of  its 
originator!.  What  we  moat  desire  and 
moat  need  i*  the  enlightenment  of  the 
masses,  the  certain  education  of  those  who 
are  to  be  voters,  and  those  who  are  to  be¬ 
come  mothers  of  voters,  in  the  solid  and 
practical  branches  of  knowledge.  This 
once  attained,  and  there  would  be  no  de 
sire  for  a  free  thinkers’  ateociation,  for 
every  man  would  be  an  independent  think 
er,  a  freedom-loving  thinker,  a  right-mind¬ 
ed  thinker. 

The  effort  to  disseminate  the  obnoxious 
sentiments  above  referred  to  ia  attributed 
to  the  foreign  element  In  our  midst,  and  to 
them,  in  a  large  degree,  it  is  probably  due 
and  as  they  are  increasing  very  rapidly  in 
thia  country  both  by  migration  and  propn 
gat  ion,  it  behoove*  ns,  while  we  hare  the 
power  and  the  right,  to  see  that  our  legis 
latum  adopt  the  only  potent  and  effective 
protection  against  combinations  of  the  ig 
-Durant,  the  superatltioua  and  the  nnprin 
cipled,  by  enacting  and  'enforcing  lawt  for 
the  computron/  education  of  all  the  children 
of  the  land. 


and  fruit  trees,  garden,  shrubbery,  etc.' 
stable  and  carriage  house,  with  horse,  car 
riage,  harness  and  sleigh,  all  complete,  and 
eligibly  loomed,  for  half  the  value  of  the 
city  bouse,  which  would  lie  a  saving  in  the 
rental  ot  #2,000.  But  the  economy  does 
not  etop  here.  The  expense  of  dressing 
and  ot  various  indulgent  habits  and  grati¬ 
fications,  deemed  Unavoidable  in  the  city, 
ould  readily  be  dispensed  with,  or  the 
cost  curtailed  one  half. 

As  to  heal  tli  fulness  f  In  that  regard 
you  will  need  no  argument,  but  will  doubt¬ 
less  admit  n  once  that  pure  air,  pure 
water,  sun  light,  pure  and  simple,  sanitary 
exercise,  regulur  hours,  proper  rest  and  in' 
vigorating  sleep,  frajrant  odors,  newly 
distilled  from  nature’s  own  alembic;  de¬ 
lectable  music,  adapted  to  every  season 
and  any  temperament,  from  elegantly  dress¬ 
ed  songsters  and  those  of  plainer  garb, 
from  zephyrs  soft  and  dulcet  and  boreas 
hour*  and  warning  ;  from  playful  stream¬ 
lets  and  earnest  brooks  ;  from  pattering 
rain  and  ratling  hail,  you  will  admit  we 
say  that  these  things  must  contribute  to 
health,  happiness  and  longevity,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  economic  saviugUn  doctors' 
bills  also. 

Permit  us  to  qualify  a  littlo  in  fairness. 
We  have  spoken  only  of  tho  economy 
and  health  of  a  change  from  city  to  coun¬ 
try.  We  must  allow  that  even  in  these 
two  respects  the  decision  would  be  more 
or  less  affected  by  the  peculiarities  of  the 
location  under  consideration. 

Other  points  which  we  would  gladly 
comparo  in  the  country  and  city  are  still 
more  difficult  to  determine  on  general  prin¬ 
ciples  ;  we  need  to  have  in  view  the 
pecial  locality  presented. 

The  illustration  we  have  given  of  a 
1140,000  house  in  the  city  and  its  counter 
parr  of  half  the  value  in  the  country 
would  have  equal  aptitude  and  force  if 
any  other  grade  of  house  had  been  taken 
for  the  comparison. 

Our  general  term— the  country — tuny 
seem  too  indefinite  to  bo  logical.  Wo  in 
end  it,  for  the  purpose  of  this  articie,  tu 
apply  to  the  environs  of  New  York  within 
a  convenient  radius  and  accessible  in  not 
over  one  hour. 

In  another  column  such  a  locality  will  be 
specifically  point'd  oat  and  somewhat 
definitely  described.

THE  DESlUi.ItATA  IN  A  COUNTRY 
HOME. 

While  City  prnple  are  cogitating  on  the 
question  ot  a  homo  in  the  country,  per¬ 
haps  they  will  purrait  one  who  has  careful- 
and  thoroughly  gone  over  the  whole 
thing  once  and  again,  and  finally  settled  it 
satisfactorily  for  himself,  to  offer  them  the 
friendly  aid  of  his  deliberations  and  con 
elusions. 

We  shall  treat  the  question  very  practi¬ 
cally,  for  wo  are  writing  for  business  men. 
In  contemplating  a  change  of  residence 
and  the  establishment  of  a  home  in  the 
country,  the  first  point  is  that — 

7  he  nets  home  mutt  he  eontenicntly  accetei- 
hU  ;  not  making  too  long  a  ride,  not  sub 
ject  to  unusual  contingencies  of  transit,  or 
to  disagreeable  and  exposing  incidents. 
If  the  mode  of  conveyance  is  satisfactory, 
and  the  associate  traveller*  upon  the  route 
acceptable,  a  distance  which  can  be  t ravers 
ed  in  one  hour  should  not  l>«  thought  too 
great.  This  would  limit  the  radius  to 
from  15  to  20  miles 

2nd.  ft  mutt  he  atruredly  healthful,  the 
region  around  it,  as  well  as  the  location 
iUelf. 

This  may  he  ascertained  by  careful  ob 
nervation  or  by  an  inspection  of  the  statis¬ 
tics  of  mortality  for  the  town.  The  dl 
mate,  prevailing  temperature,  soil  and 
water  affi-ct  this  subject.  If  the  death 
rate  doe*  not  exceed  2  per  cent  per  annum 
of  all  th*  inhabitants,  or  if  a  majority  ol 
the  deaths,  oiln-r  than  casualties,  is  among 
the  aged  and  lI*c  young  infanta,  the  town 
should  he  deemed  salubrious. 

3rd.  Th*  neighborhood  mutt  be  gooil, 
That  means  thai  Ihe  society  must  he  moral 
cultivated,  progressive.  It  also  means 
that  education  shall  !>e  held  in  high  esteem 
and  adequate  and  excellent  schools  provhl 
ed  for  the  need*  of  Us  population;  that 
Church  privileges  shall  be  ample  and  ac 
ecptabl*  ;  snd  that  th*  tone  of  the  people 
shall  he  ip  furor  ol  law  and  order,  rf  tem¬ 
perance  oud  quiet  sabbath*.  All  I  hose 
points  are  easily  ascertained  by  mran» 
available  to  every  sincere  inquirer;  *nd 
arc  of  the  utmost  consequence  to  the  peace, 
happiness  and  content  of  any  mural  or  re¬ 
ligious,  enlightened  ur  cultured  family.  In 
another  column  we  shall  dew-rib*  one  or 
more  places  with  knowledge  and  strict  re¬ 
gard  to  the  truth. 


WHERE  SHALL  WE  FIND  OUR 
COUNTRY  HOME! 

You  no  doubt  ask  this  question  sincere¬ 
ly,  citizen  of  Gotham.  You  feel  that  you 
have  submitted  to  the  trials  of  City-life 
long  enough,  and.Yjow  you  are  resolutely 
purposed  to  go  into  the  country.  Perhaps, 
you  are  already  so  attached  to  a  particular 
place,  to  which  you  have  been  wedded  for 
many  years,  that  no  representation*  of 
others  would  win  you  from  those  cherish¬ 
ed  association*.  With  no  disposition  to 
nterfere  with  your  incli nations,  and  wish 
ng  you  much  comfort  in  your  first  choice, 
we  propose  to  introduce  our  readers  to  a 
section  of  the  environs  of  New  York 
which  until  quite  recently  was  but  little 
known  to  most  ot  the  inhabitants  of  the 
great  commercial  city.  • 

Formerly  it  was  Bloomfield  but  now  com 
prises  the  two  towns  of 

BlOOUFIRLD  AND  MoRTCLAfR. 

They  are  distant  west  from  New  York 
mly  thirteen  and  fifteen  miles,  and  North 
Irom  Newark  four  and  six  miles. 

The  region  of  country  embraced  within 
these  two  townships  is  exceedingly  pictu¬ 
resque  and  brautiinL  Varied  by  hill  and 
lalei,  mountains  and  valleys,  plains,  terra- 
e*  and  plateaus,  gentle  ascents  and  ab- 
rubt  cliff*,  cultivated  field*,  ornamental 
gardens  and  natural  groves,  playful  brooks 
and  industrious  milt-streams,  modest  lakes 
and  lovely  p  irks,  it  furnishes  every  com¬ 
bination  to  make  the  perfect  landscape 
which  ia  kaleidoscoped  anew  at  every 
change  of  position. 

The  centre  of  Montclair  is  300  feet  above 
tide-water  while  the  heights  are  one  and 
two  hundred  feet  higher.  The  center  of 
Bloomfield  i*  150  feet  at>ove  tide-water,  and 
the  Imightaof  Ridgewood,  Berkeley,  Frank¬ 
lin,  etc.,  overlooking  the  town,  ar*  proba¬ 
bly  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  higher. 
There  is  rertainly  not  a  more  salubrious 
section  or  climate  ia  any  part  of  the  Uni 
ted  States. 

The  church  privileges  arc  superior  In 
both  towns.  In  Montclair  there  are  Prc* 
byterian.  Episcopal,  Methodist,  Congrega¬ 
tional  a  .d  Roman  Catholic  churches;  and 
in  Bloomfield  hen-  are  Baptist,  Episcopal.2, 
Presbyterian,  8.  and  Msthndut  8,  churches. 

The  school  opportunities  are  excellent 
The  Montclair  High  School  (■  neknowl 
edged  to  be  one  of  the  hert  in  the  state  and 
the  Rlo  tmflold  Union  Setiool  is  now  one 
of  the  most  eff<!Ctir«  instrumentalities  in 
the  education  of  thu  young.  Tiivre  are 
excellent  private  schools  for  young  ladies 
in  both  towns. 

Society  here  includes  a  larger  proportion

There  are  those  among  women  who  feel 
if  they  had  the  making  ol  law*  or  were 
permitted  to  assist  in  the  fl-aaringof  them, 
there  would  be  a  much  more  perfect  state 
of  things,  others  again  feel  that  if  allowed 
to  vole  simply,  a  better  clo*»  Of  men  would 
be  cbosen  fur  office,  and  conqseuently  we 
would  have  superior  Rw*.  and  those  more 
faithfully  administered.  But  I  am  not  one 
of  tlistclaas  of  woman,  indeed  my  feeling 
Is  quite  as  strong  on  the  opposite  side.  I 
do  not  believe  in  women  voting,  or  taking 
any  part  in  either  church  or  state  matters. 
You  invite, I  notice, contributions  from  your 
sulitcribers,  and  also  seem  happy  to  answer 
any  questions  from  their  pens.  I  was 
struck  last  Sunday  in  the  Presbyterian 
church,  ot  which  I  am  a  member,  with  the 
fact  that  when  the  mem  tiers  of  the  chnrch 
were  invited  to  remain  for  an  election  of 
elders  the  women  did  alao  and  voted 
top.  Perhaps  I  am  not  well  potted  but  it 
seemed  to  m:  rather  strange  ami  unfitting. 
In  Congregational  churches  all  vote,  but 
Presbyterianism  is  more  exclusive.  It  set 
me  thinking  a  little  alter  thia  wise.  How 
many  of  those  ladies,  young  and  old.  some 
new  comers  were  capable  of  choosing  well, 
the  right  person  for  such  a  responsibility  f 
Is  it  any  more  fitting  for  them  to  vote  here, 
than  for  legiriator*  ?  How  well  acquainted 
are  they  with  those  proposed  for  office  t 
True  they  go  to  tlie  prayer  meetings  and 
that  is  some  test,  probably  ;  for  those  e legi¬ 
ble  to  such  an  office,  of  course  not  only 
know  how  to  pray  but  to  exhort  to  the  ed¬ 
ification  of  worshipers,  and  in  that  there  is 
some  proof  of  capability.  But  how  much 
do  they  know  of  their  every  day  life  as  they 
mingle  with  the  world  t  Then  I  asked. 

do  these  same  women  go  to  parish  meet¬ 
ings  and  vote  for  trustees,  or  members  of 
committees?"  I  was  answered  ‘‘no". 

Why  not  ?  if  in  one  case  why  not  in 
the  other  f„  “It  is  not  the  custom'’. 
Neither  is  it  the  custom  for  the  women  in 
the  Methodist  church  to  vote,  nor  in  any 
other  Presbyterian  clturub  I  have  been  con¬ 
nected  with,  and  I  think  it  a  better  custom. 
Now  Mr.  Editor  I  want  to  ask  just  thia  one 
question.  If  the  women  vote  for  elders 
and  deacons  why  not  for  trustees  ?

Thia  was  attributed  to  hi*  early  habits  in 
business.  He  would  retire  aarlj  and  rise 
shortly  after  one  u’clock  In  tne  morning, 
ride  ditrrn  or  twenty  mils*  to  the  fairs, 
and  buy  hi*  stock.  He  would  frequently 
slaughter  twelve  hundred  cattle  a.  week 
and  did  a  large  business.  Mr,  Randall  had 
been  failing  tor  tlie  past  year,  and  about  a 
month  sinus  wan  compelled  to  take  to  hi* 
bed,  and  gradually  sunk  sway  after  a  very 
long,  useful  aad 'honorable  Ufe.
